REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The prior art neither teaches nor suggests a method for producing 
chemiluminescence in a solid phase immunoassay, comprising contacting at least one 
antigen or/and an antibody immobilized onto fine solid carriers dispersed in a liquid 
medium with a chemiluminescent substrate comprising: 
at least one dioxetane, 

an enzyme for performing chemiluminescence, and 

at least one isolated pretreated chemiluminescence enhancer selected from the 
group consisting of a water soluble quaternary ammonium salt, a water soluble 
sulfonium salt, and a water soluble quaternary phosphonium salt, each of which has 
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been pretreated with an oxidizing or reducing agent and then isolated from the oxidizing 
or reducing agent.
